Item  No.  4  -  Awarding  of  four  contracts  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
Cable  Car  Trackway  -- 

Commissioner  Sanger  asked  what  the  provisions  were  for  liquidated 
damages   in  the  event  of  delays   in  the  performance  of  these 
contracts . 

Mr.   Clay  Baldwin,   Project  Manager,    replied  $2,500  per  calendar 
day  per  contract.     Also,   the  specifications  allow  for  the 
assessment  of  liquidated  damages  the  day  the  contractor  falls 
behind  schedule  rather  than  at  the  end  of  the  contract.  The 
contractors  will  be  informed  that  they  are  being  docked  for  that 
amount,   and  if  they  have  the  ability,   they  can  recover  it  by 
advancing  the  schedule  back  to  normal. 

Commissioner  Sanger  requested  that  O ' Brien-Kreitzberg  provide  the 
Commission  with  regular  monthly  reports.     Mr.   Sklar  said  that 
he  will  see  to  it  that  periodic  reports  are  issued.

For  the  record,  Mr.   Sklar  asked  Mr.   George  Newkirk,  Director, 
MBE/Contract  Compliance,  Mr.   McMorris  M.   Dow,   Utilities  General 
Counsel,   Mr.   Oral  Moore,   Chief  Engineer,   and  the  construction 
managers,  each  to  affirm  the  fact  that  they  have  reviewed  the 
contracts,  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  award  of  contracts, 
and  conformance  from  their  particular  standpoint.     They  individually 
replied  affirmatively. 

Commissioner  Hsieh  inquired  about  the  award  of  Contract  MR-833  to 
Stacy  and  Whitbeck,   Inc.,   Newark,   California.     He  noticed  there 
is  a  great  difference  between  the  lowest  bidder  and  the  highest 
bidder.     Mr.  Clay  Baldwin  stated  that  they  had  a  meeting  with 
staff  of  Stacy  and  Witbeck,   Inc.   and  reviewed  their  estimates  and 
details  of  the  contract.     The  firm  was  able  to  submit  a  low  bid 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  are  a  relatively  small  firm  and  they 
elected  to  do  a  lot  of  the  work  themselves. 

Commissioner  Sanger  wanted  to  know  what  were  the  standards  for 
terminating  a  contract. 

Mr.  Fred  Kreitzberg  said  that  while  it  is  not  going  to  be  an  easy 
job  to  accomplish,  he  feels  sure  that  he  has  the  best  ammunitions 
possible  to  get  seven  contractors  doing  what  they  should  be  doing 
at  one  time.     In  addition,  Mr.   Baldwin  said  there  is  sufficient 
time  in  the  schedule  to  take  into  consideration  a  very  bad  rainy 
season,   some  problems  in  the  intersections,   and  other  problems 
not  presently  anticipated.

INTRODUCTION  OF  NEW  BUSINESS  BY  COMMISSIONERS 

Vice  President  Lenvin  read  a  letter  from  Acting  Mayor,  John  L 
Molmari,  dated  September  13,   1982,  conveying  the  concerns  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  reference  to  the 
proposed  route  for  the  No.    58  -  LEAVENWORTH  bus,   and  urging 
this  Commission  to  reconsider  this  route. 

Mr.    Sklar  presented  staff  recommendations  for  alternative  routes 
with  the  aid  of  wall  maps. 

President  Flynn  opened  the  meeting  for  public  comments. 

Mr.  Peter  Brown,  representing  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchants 
Association,    supported  extending  the  bus  beyond  Jones  Street 
to  Taylor  Street. 

Ms.   Marcia  Olson,   a  resident  of  Russian  Hill,    said  that  she 
supported  Supervisor  Molinari's  suggested  routing.     She  stated 
that  the  Vallejo  and  Larkin  area  already  has  a  serious  parking 
problem . 

Ms.   Victoria  Gaugin,   a  resident  of  Russian  Hill,   spoke  in 
opposition  to  routing  buses  on  Larkin,   Francisco  and  Vallejo 
Streets  due  to  noise  and  pollution,    and  urged  approval  of 
Supervisor  Molinari's  proposed  route. 

Mr.   Patrick  Flanagan,   President  of  Fisherman's  Wharf  Association, 
speaking  in  behalf  of  the  merchants  on  Restaurant  row,  stated 
that  extension  of  the  line  to  Taylor  Street  is  extremely  critical 
to  the  Port  Commission's  Tenants. 

An  unidentified  resident  of  Larkin  Street,   pointed  out  various 
dangerous  intersections  along  Larkin  Street.     She  urged  strict 
enforcement  of  traffic  laws. 

Mr.   Saul  Seevy  stated  that  the  people  on  Larkin  Street  don't 
want  a  bus  on  the  street. 

Ms.   Mary  Suisan,   Director  of  Russian  Hill  Improvement  Association, 
urged  adoption  of  the  route  recommended  in  Supervisor  Molinari's 
resolution . 
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Commissioner  Lenvin  moved  adoption  of  the  Board  of  Supervisor's 
proposed  route,   with  the  proviso  that  the  matter  come  back  to 
the  Commission  in  three  months  to  check  the  cost  of  the  running 
time,   the  adequacy  of  service  and  to  see  if  there  is  a  demand 
for  service.     She  said  that  she  was  concerned  that  there  may  be 
a  number  of  people  living  on  top  of  the  hill  near  Leavenworth 
Street  who  will  be  severely  disadvantaged  by  not  having  a  cable 
car.     Commissioner  Hsieh  seconded  the  motion,   with  the 
suggestion  that  the  trial  period  be  extended  to  six  months. 
Commissioner  Lenvin  accepted  an  amendment  to  set  a  four  month 
trial  period. 

Mr.   Sklar  stated  that  staff  was  not  going  to  study  this 
route.     Whatever  the  Commission  approved  would  be  in  place 
for  the  life  of  the  construction  period. 

On  the  question,   Commissioners  Flynn,   Lenvin,  McCrea  and 
Hsieh  voted,    'aye'.     Commissioner  Sanger  voted  'no1.

Following  discussion,    Commissioner  Lenvin  moved  to  adopt,  as 
Commission  policy  to  allow  advertising  on  all  Municipal  Railway 
transit  vehicles,  with  the  exception  of  the  light  rail  vehicles. 
Commissioner  Sanger  seconded. 

Commissioner  McCrea  said  that  he  strongly  disagreed.     He  said 
that  advertising  has  become  excessive  on  the  cable  cars.  The 
reason  advertising  was  not  permitted  on  the  Grumman  Flxible 
coaches  was  because  there  were  structural  reasons  for  not 
placing  advertising  on  vehicles  with  plastic  sides.

environmental  impact  report  on  proposed  additions  to  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  System.     Staff  is  directed  to  work  with  EIP  to 
develop  a  process  that  will  ensure  that  the  definition  of  the 
scope  of  work  involves  all  of  the  parties  who  are  potentially 
interested  in  this  project.     If  in  the  opinion  of  staff  and 
the  opinion  of  EIP  an  arbiter  would  provide  beneficial  input, 
such  shall  be  included  in  the  process.     Commissioner  Lenvin 
seconded.     The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted.

Commissioner  Sanger  moved  to  reduce  the  price  of  the  adult 
Fast  pass      to  $21.00,   and  to  communicate  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  this  Commission's  continuing  position,  expressed 
in  previous  fare  proposals,   that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
should  increase  the  Senior  Fare,   but  without  such  an 
increase,   the  Commission  does  not  see  fit  to  transmit  the 
Fast  Pass  reduction  until  the  Board  gives  some  indication 
that  it  is  willing  to  increase  the  Senior  Fare,  and 
indicates  the  amount  of  the  increase.     Following  discussion, 
he  amended  the  motion  to  restrict  the  use  of  transfers  to  one 
direction  only  for  the  completion  of  a  single  trip.

Commissioner  McCrea  amended  the  motion  to  provide  for  a  change 
m  the  transfer  policy,   on  a  six  months  trial  basis,  to 
restrict  the  use  of  transfers  to  a  single  use  in  such  a  manner 
so  that  the  transfer  can  not  be  used  for  a  return  trip.

President  Flynn  requested  Mr.   Jed  to  report  on  the  financial 
impact  of  a  $21.00  Fast  Pass.     Mr.   Jed  replied  that  the  $21.00 
price  would  reduce  revenue  by  approximately  $2.7  million. 
This  would  place  the  Municipal  Railway  in  an  unfavorable  position 
with  the  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission    (MTC)    in  regards 
to  the  33%   farebox  requirement  for  AB-1107  funds.  Current 
revenue  projections  place  us  at  the  33%  level  now.     Reducing  - 
the  Fast  Pass  will  cause  MTC  to  stop  distributing  this  year's 
AB-1107  money.     The  year  started  with  an  allocation  of 
approximately  $15  million  of  AB-1107  money  from  MTC.  After 
the  passage  of  SB-1335,   MTC  chose  to  substitute  $8  million  of 
1335  for  1107.     So  we  are  now  in  the  position  of  having  $7 
million  of  AB-1107  money  in  our  operating  budget,   and  the 
additional  $8  million  is  still  in  the  region.     We  will  be 
eligible  to  use  it  either  for  capital  or  operating  expenses 
probably  next  year. 
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Commissioner  Sanger  expressed  the  opinion  that  San  Francisco 
is   justified  in  seeking  a  waiver  of  the  33%   farebox  require- 
ment. ^ 

On  the  motion  to  reduce  the  Fast  Pass  to  $21.00,   and  restrict 
the  use  of  transfers,  Commissioner  Sanger  voted  "aye". 
Commissioners  Flynn,   Lenvin,   McCrea  and  Hsieh  voted  "no" 
The  motion  was  lost. 

Commissioner  McCrea  moved  to  table  reducing  the  Fast  Pass. 
Commissioner  Hsieh  seconded.  Commissioners  Flynn,  Lenvin* 
McCrea  and  Hsieh  voted  "aye".     Commissioner  Sanger  voted  "no".

Lake  Eleanor 
didn't  cease  spilling  until  the  first  of  September.     We  will  enter  the  start 
of  the  1983  Water  Year  on  October  1  with  storage  approximately  25%  to  30%  above 
normal . 

Energy  delivery  to  Muni  by  Hetch  Hetchy  in  August  of  1982  increased  20%  over 
the  energy  delivered  in  August  1981.

General  Information 


Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs 
at  the  end  of  August  amounted  to  19.9  billion  gallons  or  66.8% 
of  capacity.     This  is  lower  than  the  22.1  billion  gallons  and 
74.2%  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  July.     For  the  Suburban  system  as 
a  whole,   storage  amounted  to  60.4  billion  gallons  and  77.7%  of 
capacity  compared  to  64.6  billion  gallons  and  83.1%  of  capacity 
at  the  end  of  last  month. 

System  storage  in  the  local  reservoirs  is  unusally  high  this 
year  due  to  the  large  amount  of  run-off  received  this  past  winter. 
It  appears  that  the  storage  level  of  Peninsula  reservoirs  can  be 
reduced  to  a  safe  operating  level  but  that  controlled  spillage  of 
about  5  billion  gallons  must  be  released  from  Alameda  reservoirs 
to  accommodate  future  run-off. 

Earthquakes 

The  month  was  marked  by  a  great  deal  of  earthquake  activity: 
On  August  18,   a  Richter  4.5  quake  occurred  on  the  San  Andreas  fault 
east  of  Santa  Cruz,  on  the  19th  and  21st  quakes  occurred  on  the 
Hayward  fault  with  magnitudes  of  2.7  and  3.0  respectively,   and  on 
the  24th  a  Richter  4.0  quake  on  the  Calaveras  fault  was  centered, 
according  to  the  taped  message  at  the  U.C.   Berkely  Seismographic 
Station,   "under  Calaveras  Reservoir."     There  was  no  apparent  damage 
to  department  facilities  from  any  of  these  quakes.

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Vandalism  and  Trespassing 


On  the  Peninsula  watershed  vandals  damaged  fencing  at  9 
locations  and  locks  were  stolen  from  gates  at  5  locations. 
Thirty-four  department  signs  were  stolen  or  destroyed  during 
the  month.     The  new  6-inch  Turbo  meter  installed  on  the  re- 
located Willow  Road  service  was  also  stolen.

Ms.  Margaret  Berger,   a  self  employed  resident  of  California 
Street,   said  that  she  has  staggered  her  hours  in  an  effort  to 
board  the  1-CALIFORNIA  line.     However,    she  still  needs  transporta- 
tion for  shopping  trips. 

Mr.   Bill  Crawford,   representing  the  Hotel  Employees  Association, 
spoke  in  favor  of  providing  immediate  service  on  California 
Street.

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
Highlights 

Subtropical  moisture  from  Hurricane  Olivia  produced  unusually  heavy  rains  in 
the  southern  Sierra  September  23  to  26.     During  this  period  3.43  inches  of 
rain  fell  at  Hetch  Hetchy  and  4.57  inches  fell  at  Cherry  Valley.     Only  in 
1959  (4.49  inches)  and  in  1979  (4.31  inches)  have  there  been  wetter  Septembers 
in  65  years  of  record  at  Hetch  Hetchy. 

As  a  result  of  these  rains,  Lake  Eleanor  was  still  spilling  as  of  October  14; 
and  the  level  at  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  at  the  beginning  of  this  month  was 
less  than  ten  feet  below  the  crest  of  the  drum  gates.     Generation  at  Kirkwood 
Powerhouse  has  been  at  the  maximum  possible  rate  since  December  1981.     As  of 
October  5,  storage  in  Hetch  Hetchy  stood  at  148%  of  the  ten-year  average  for 
this  time  of  the  year. 

During  the  month  of  September,   4,985,600  kilowatthours  were  rectified  and 
delivered  to  Muni  Railway,   a  nine  percent  increase  over  September  of  1981. 
Service  to  PCC  cars  on  Market  was  discontinued  on  September  19  and  to  cable 
cars  on  September  22.     Two  new  feeder  circuits  were  inaugurated  at  the  Marina 
Substation.

General  Information 


Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at  the 
end  of  September  amounted  to  18.4  billion  gallons  or  61.8%  of 
capacity.     This  is  lower  than  the  19.9  billion  gallons  and  66.8%  of 
capacity  at  the  end  of  August.     For  the  Suburban  system  as  a  whole, 
storage  amounted  to  56.3  billion  gallons  and  72.4%  of  capacity 
compared  to  60.4  billion  gallons  and  77.7%  of  capacity  at  the  end 
of  last  month. 


San  Andreas  Reservoir  Algae  Growth 

San  Andreas  Reservoir  was  given  a  copper  sulfate  treatment  for 
a  mixed  algae  growth.     Since  the  Peninsula  Division's  launches  were 
all  out  of  the  water  for  inspection  and  repair,   it  was  necessary  to 
transport  the  Calaveras  launch  from  that  reservoir  to  San  Andreas 
resulting  in  a  considerable  delay  in  start  of  the  work;   a  delay  made 
even  longer  by  frequent  breakdowns  of  the  copper  sulfate  feeding 
equipment . 

A  staged  program  to  replace  all  of  the  old  and  inadequate  launches 
at  the  Suburban  reservoirs  will  be  initiated  in  the  1983-84  budget. 
Copper  sulfate  feeding  equipment  will  also  be  replaced  in  the  next 
fiscal  year.     Failure  to  respond  immediately  to  reduce  algae  growth  can 
result  in  prolonged  taste  and  odor  problems. 


Lead  Services 

Under  the  program  to  accelerate  the  renewal  of  services  having  lead 
pipe  materials,   1,481  services  which  were  totally  made  up  of  lead  pipe 
or  a  combination  of  lead  and  other  materials  have  been  renewed  since 
November  1,  1981.

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Vandalism  and  Trespassing 


On  the  Peninsula  watershed  vandals  damaged  fencing  at  8  locations 
and  locks  were  stolen  from  gates  at  5  locations.     The  gate  at  Crystal 
Springs  Golf  Course  was  badly  damaged  by  a  car.     A  portion  of  the 
railing  on  the  steps  at  the  Lower  Crystal  Springs  gauge  board  was 
ripped  off  and  thrown  into  the  reservoir.     The  cost  of  vandalism  repairs 
was  $4,500.     A  total  of  101  trespassers  were  evicted  during  the  month. 

On  the  Alameda  watershed  fencing  was  damaged  along  Geary,  Marsh 
and  Calaveras  -Roads .     Two  wire  gates  were  damaged  and  padlocks  were 
stolen  from  three  other  gates  in  the  Calaveras  Reservoir  area.  The 
chain  and  padlock  were  stolen  from  the  gate  at  the  Irvington  Pump 
Station  and  a  wooden  gate  at  the  entrance  to  Sunol  Regional  Park  was 
demolished.     Repair  of  the  vandalism  damage  amounted  to  $1,500.  A 
total  of  147  trespassers  were  evicted  during  the  month. 

In  San  Francisco  vandals  damaged  the  lock  at  the  gate  to  the 
College  Hill  Reservoir  and  cut  the  screens  in  back  of  the  louvered  vents 
at  Sunset  Reservoir.     The  cost  of  vandalism  repairs  was  $2,810.00.

II.  Problems  and  Issues:    No  Significant  difficulties  were  encountered  during 
this  quarter. 

As  stated  last  quarter,  now  that  the  decision  has  been  made  to  continue  to 
utilize  the  rigid  type  overhead  system,  while  incorporating  some  of  the 
beneficial  features  of  the    other  types  of  overhead  systems,  we  are  pro- 
ceeding with  the  work  on  the  rehabilitation  contracts. 

III .  Project  Progress: 

A.    Reconstruct  Trolley  Coach  Overhead,  Various  Locations. 

The  major  emphasis  of  work  under  this  portion  of  the  program  continues 
to  be  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  and  construction  for 
the  reconstruction  of  the  special  work  intersections  and  the  needed 
portions  of  the  facilities  between  such  special  work.

This  contract  for  the  rehabilitation  of  a  portion  of  the 
No.  22  Fillmore  line  between  Union  and  McAllister  Streets 
was  substantially  completed  during  the  previous  quarter. 
Minor  adjustment  and  corrective  work  was  done  during  this 
quarter.

This  contract  for  the  rehabilitation  of  another  portion  of 
the  No.  22  Fillmore  line  between  McAllister  Street  and  the 
line's  southerly  terminus  continued  under  construction. 
During  this  period,  the  contractor  installed  the  majority 
of  the  complicated  intersection  overhead  hardware  and 
completed  the  installation  of  new  trolley  poles.      It  is 
anticipated  that  this  contract  will  be  completed  on 
schedule  in  October  1982.     The  final  construction  cost  is 
anticipated  to  be  $781,000. 

PUC/HH-652    Reconstruct  Trolley  Coach  Overhead,  Various  Locations, 
Contract  No.  3   

This  contract  consists  of  the  rehabilitation  of  the  remainder 
of  the  No.  22  Fillmore  line  from  Union  Street  to  its  northerly 
terminus  and  a  portion  of  the  No.  47  Potrero  line  between 
Mission  and  California  Street.    The  reconstruction  of  the 
complex  intersections  of  South  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  Mission 
Street  and  18th  and  Mission  Streets  are  also  to  be  included 
in  this  contract  to  accommodate  Muni's  request  that  they 
be  done  as  soon  as  possible.    The  contract  plans  for  these 
two  intersections  and  the  revision  of  these  previously 
completed  contract  documents,  to  include  the  beneficial 
features  previously  mentioned,  are  nearing  completion.  It- 
is  anticipated  that  this  contract  will  be  advertised  for 
bids  during  the  next  quarter. 

PUC/HH-656    Reconstruct  Trolley  Coach  Overhead,  Various  Locations, 
Contract  No.  4       "     '  ~~ 

This  contract  includes  the  rehabilitation  of  another 
portion  of  the  No.  47  Potrero  line  between  Clay  Street  and 
its  northerly  terminus.    As  with  HH-652,  this  contract  had 
been  completed  and  is  now  being  revised.     It  is  anticipated 
that  the  redesign  work  shall  be  completed  during  the  next 
quarter. 

PUC/HH-657    Reconstruct  Trolley  Coach  Overhead,  Various  Locations, 
Contract  No.  5  "  — 

This  contract  consists  of  the  rehabilitation  of  a  portion  of 
the  No.  5  McAllister  line  between  Masonic  Avenue  and  Market 
Street.    Design  work  and  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications  have  been  worked  on  during  this  quarter. 

PUC/HH-662    Reconstruct  Trolley  Coach  Overhead,  Various  Locations, 
Contract  No. 

This  contract  consists  of  the  rehabilitation  of  the  other 
portion  of  the  No.  5  McAllister  line  between  Masonic  Avenue 
and  its  westerly  terminus.    Design  work  and  plan  preparation 
commenced  and  proceeded  during  this  quarter. 
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B.  Market  Street  Guideway  Project 

During  the  previous  quarter  the  City  evaluated  and  selected  one  of  the 
alternatives  proposed  in  Tudor  Engineering's  second  interim  report. 
This  alternative  is  consistent  with  the  results  of  a  recently  received 
report  for  the  Market  Street  design  planning  study  initiated  by  the 
Department  of  City  Planning.    The  selected  alternative  will  best  provide 
for  the  projected  operations  on  Market  Street.     With  the  necessary 
direction  having  been  given  to  Tudor  Engineering,  they  have  been  working 
on  the  final  report.     It  is  anticipated  that  the  final  report  will  be 
submitted  during  the  next  quarter. 

The  contract  documents  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  trolley  coach  over- 
head on  the  portion  of  Market  Street  between  Castro  Street  and  Duboce 
Avenue  was  transmitted  to  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW) 
at  the  beginning  of  this  quarter.    As  previously  stated,  this  work  is 
to  be  included  in  DPW's  contract  for  the  street  reconstruction  in  this 
area  in  order  to  avoid  redundancy  of  work  and  disruption  of  the  area 
twice.     It  is  expected  that  the  DPW  contract  will  be  advertised  for 
bids  during  the  next  quarter.

A.    15.08.01    Engineering  and  Design 

Engineering  Design  for  Reconstruction  of  Cable  Car  Trackway 
'Consultant:     Chin  &  Hensolt  Engineers,  Inc" 

1.    Testing  and  Evaluation  Program 

The  industrial  research  laboratory  has  completed  its  testing  of 
alternative  grip  die  materials  and  has  issued  its  recommendations. 
The  favored  materials  have  been  tested  on  a  cable  car  in  the 
system,  and  the  results  will  be  issued  in  October. 

Alternative  cable  lubrication  has  been  tested  in  the  system  and 
the  results  will  be  issued  in  October. 

Testing  of  the  various  experimental  pulleys,  bearings  and  laggings 
as  well  as  the  second  prototype  depression  beam  and  several  proto- 
type electronic  sensors  has  been  completed  and  the  results  will  be 
issued  in  October. 

The  second  experimental  cable  has  been  tested  in  the  system  and  the 
conclusions  drawn  from  this  test  and  that  of  the  first  experimental 
cable  will  be  issued  in  October. 

Testing  of  several  alternative  slot  blade  materials  has  been 
completed  and  the  conclusions  will  be  issued  in  October. 


2       Trackway  Design 


On  July  16,  1982  the  Bid  Cycle  for  the  seven  civil  construction 
contracts  was  initiated  with  bids  being  received  during  the  period 
from  August  17  through  September  8,  1982.     The  results  of  these 
bids  are  6hown  on  the  attached  Document  No.  31H-T-GA016  entitled 
Cable  Car  Reconstruction  Program  Bid  Results.    As  of  September  30, 
1982  all  seven  construction  contracts  had  been  awarded  with  a 
notice  to  proceed  date  of  October  4,  1982.    The  net  total  for  the 
trackway  and  Barn  construction  was  $37,328,952  or  3%  below  the 
Engineer's  Estimate. 

The  remaining  design,  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  November  12, 
has  been  divided  into  two  packages.    The  first,  covering  the 
mechanical  components  and  the  communications,  is  to  be  combined 
with  the  winding  machinery  package,  the  design  of  which  is  being 
reassessed  in  the  light  of  tests  executed  during  late  September. 
The  second,  covering  the  design  of  the  termini  facilities,  has 
progressed  with  a  series  of  presentations  to  the  various  authorities 
whose  approval  is  required. 

B.     15.08.02    Management  and  Inspection 

Project  Management  Services  -  Reconstruction  of  Cable  Car  Trackway  and  Barn 

Consultant:    0' Brien-Kreitzberg  &  Associates,  Inc. 

During  the  period  July  1,  1982  through  September  30,  1982  the 
consultant  continued  to  monitor  closely  the  design  consultant's 
progress  as  well  as  progress  being  made  on  the  designs  of  the 
other  agencies  which  will  carry  on  work  simultaneously  with  the 
reconstruction  program.    This  included  maintaining  the  master 
design  schedule  up  to  the  completion  of  design  as  well  as  assisting 
the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  with  the  administration  of  the  bid 
period  which  involved  the  formulation  of  the  General  and  Special^ 
provisions  of  the  specifications,  the  co-ordination  of  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  over  1,000  sets  of  drawings  and  addenda. 

The  consultant  was  also  involved  with  the  monitoring  of  the  work 
necessary  for  the  shut  down  of  the  system,  such  as  the  move  of  the 
Cable  Car  Museum  to  an  interim  site  and  the  removal  and  storage  of 
the  cable  cars  and  other  reusable  tools  and  equipment  in  a 
sprinklered  warehouse  at  Pier  70  in  San  Francisco. 

The  consultant  has  continued  to  monitor  the  design  consultant's 
progress  on  the  design  of  the  final  contracts  for  the  winding 
machinery,  componentry  and  landscaping.    These  contracts  are  presently 
expected  to  be  bid  late  this  year.    Results  from  dynamic  load  tests 
that  were  conducted  on  the  existing  winding  machinery  between  the 
shut  down  on  September  21,  1982  and  October  1,  1982  are  presently 
being  evaluated,  and  may  result  in  the  necessity  for  the  design 
consultant  to  perform  some  redesign  work  on  the  winding  machinery 
prior  to  bidding.    This  testing  could  not  have  been  accomplished 
sooner,  due  to  the  possibility  that  the  tests  could  have  damaged 
the  machinery,  resulting  in  a  premature  shut  down.     It  is,  however, 
expected  that  this  redesign  work  can  be  accomplished  quickly  and  that 
it  will  have  no  impact  on  the  schedule  for  bidding.

Mrs.    Sidney  Kaploff,    244   Diamond   Street,    supported   a  scramble 
system   for   18th   and  Castro  Streets,    with  no   left   turn   at  Castro 
Street . 

Mrs.   Martin,    182  Diamond  Street,   objected  to  a  bus  going  by  Douglas 
School  and  terminating  there  where  it  is  quite  dark  at  night. 
She  also  objected  to  the  existing  loop,   and  suggested  a  new  route 
via  Castro,    19th,   Collingwood  to  Market  Street. 

Mr.   James  Jones,    4121  19th  Street,    stated  that  he  has  a  business 
located  where  Muni  proposes  to  place  the  terminal.     He  objected  to 
the  staff  proposal  and  supported  either  the  existing  route  or 
Mrs.  Martin's  suggestion. 

Mr.  D.  David  Davies  suggested  that  if  the  left  turn  could  be 
eliminated  at  Castro  Street  a  great  deal  of  conjestion  would  be 
eliminated 

Mr.  Maurice  Klebolt,  President,  CAP/Trans,  suggested  retaining 
the  loop  where  it  is  until  it  can  be  reviewed  for  a  long  range 
solution. 

Mr.   Vaughn  Taylor,   President,   Eureka  Valley  Promotional  Association, 
said  that  they  still  support  the  20th  Street  loop  or  another 
alternative . 

Mr.   Robert  Hunter,    3909   17th  Street,    said  that  he  takes  issue  with 
the  claim  of  improper  notice  when  approximately  100  meetings  were 
held  in  1978  and  1979. 

Ms.   Barbara  Hopkins,   President  of  the  parents  group,   opposed  the 
20th  Street  loop  and  terminus  at  Douglas  School.     She  supported 
the  bus  being  extended  to  25th  Street. 

Mr.  Bill  Malone  suggested  routing  the  bus  via  17th,  Diamond  to  Market 
Street. 

Commissioner  Lenvin  stated  that  this  is  a  most  difficult  decision 
for  the  Commission  to  make.     She  said  that  she  has  never  seen 
a  community  so  divided  on  an  issue. 

Commissioner  Sanger  moved  to  abandon  construction  on  the  20th 
Street  loop  and  to  reconstruct  the  existing  loop.  Commissioner 
Lenvin  seconded.     Resolution  No.    82-0472  was  unanimously  adopted.

President  Flynn  opened  the  meeting  for  public  comments. 

Patrick  Baker,   Student  Body  President  of  Galileo  High  School, 
said  that  the  $5.25  charge  for  Youth  Passes,    (which  have  a  face 
value  of  $5.00),   is  not  unreasonable  or  a  hardship  and  it 
supports  student  activities. 

Carl  Nicolari,   Editor  of  the  "Eagle"  at  George  Washington  High 
School,   stated  that  1,792  passes  were  sold  at  Washington  with  the 
profit    (50  cents  per  pass)    going  to  a  special  fund  for  the  entire 
student  body.

Michael   Donner,    Secretary  of   the  Lowell   High   School  Executive 
Council,    said   that   various   clubs    in   the   school   have  requested 
$26,000   to   fund  their  activities   for  this  year.      Money  received 
from  Youth  Pass   sales  will  be  distributed  for  these  activities. 
The  students  work  hard  to  sell  the  passes  and  to  account  for 
the  funds. 

Joanna  Pineda,   Student  Body  President,   Lincoln  High  School, 
stated  that  students  did  not  object  to  paying  a  little  extra 
once  they  knew  that  the  money  was  going  into  the  student  body 
fund . 

Melissa  Martinez,   Student  Body  President  at  McAteer  High  School, 
said  if  the  schools  don't  sell  Youth  Passes,  Muni  would  have  to 
rely  on  retail  stores  which  don't  want  additonal  student  traffic 
in  and  out. 

Angelina  Maria  Gilyard,  Student  Body  President  at  Wallenberg  High 
School  stated  that  the  $5.25  price  allows  both  the  high  schools 
and  the  elementary  schools  to  receive  25  cents  per  pass  sold. 

Commissioner  McCrea  commented  that  the  School  District  has  known 
since  March  of  this  year  that  Youth  Passes  would  be  in  effect  in 
October  but  has  refused  to  take  responsibility  for  them.  Approxi- 
mately 100  private  schools  have  contracted  to  sell  the  passes  at 
$5.00. 

A  parent  questioned  the  legality  of  one  City  department  sub- 
contracting the  services  of  another  City  department  for  a  profit. 
She  suggested  that  the  Municipal  Railway  could  hire  people  to 
sell  passes  for  the  $15,000  per  month  the  students  are  receiving. 

Ms.   Joyce  Hall  said  that  her  child  goes  to  private  school  and 
they  have  no  problems  with  the  passes  which  the  school  sells  for 
$5.00. 

Mr.   Maurice  Klebolt  said  that  he  has  been  a  vendor  of  Fast  Passes 
since  they  were  first  made  available.     The  commission  was  only 
10  cents  per  pass  when  they  sold  for  $11.00.     It  was  not  raised 
to  25  cents  until  the  price  of  the  pass  was  raised  to  $16.00. 

Mrs.   Christina  Topola,   President  of  Lincoln  High  School  Parent 
Teachers  Association,   spoke  in  favor  of  the  $5.25  price  for  Youth 
Passes . 

Commissioner  Sanger  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  legal  problem  in 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  sets  the  sale  price  for  the  public, 
not  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  or  the  Board  of  Education. 

Commissioner  McCrea  moved  to  establish  as  this  Commission's  policy, 
that  Municipal  Railway  passes  will  not  be  distributed  to  any 
organization  that  sells  them  for  more  than  the  face  value. 
Commissioner  Lenvin  seconded.     The  policy  was  unanimously  adopted.

However,    they  have  since  changed  their  minds.     He  said  that  lack 
of  supervision  caused  the  greatest  problems.     He  suggested  installing 
colored  pavement  and  a  few  instructional  signs  to  guide  passengers. 

Mr.  William  LeFevre ,   General  Manager  of  Woolworths,    stated  that 
the  proposed  shelter  would  block  two  of  his  three  main  entrances, 
and  the  structures  overhang  would  be  only  six  feet  from  the  building 
The  proposed  operator  restroom  would  be  in  front  of  one  of  the 
store's  entrances.     He  suggested  that  restroom  facilities  be 
placed  underground  and  maintained  by  the  City. 

Mr.   John  Melani,   representing  the  Day  and  Night  Branch  of  Bank 
of  America,    said  that  bank  customers  complained  about  the  con- 
gestion caused  by  the  temporary  shelter.     He  favored  the  use  of  color 
coded  sidewalks. 

Mr.   Paul  Kullukian,   of  the  Cable  Car  Steak  House,   opposed  the 
shelter  as  proposed.     He  supported  the  City  building  restroom 
facilities  because  the  operators  have  been  using  his  restaurant 
for  this  purpose. 

Mr.   Harvey  Nalbandian,   owner  of  the   flower  stand,    favored  a  color 
coded  sidewalk  with  passenger  loading  information  in  bronze 
letters  in  several  different  languages. 

Mr.  William  Taylor,   General  Manager  of  the  Powell  Hotel,  supported 
leaving  Powell  Street  open,   without  any  additional  structures, 
and  having  a  simple  line  around  the  turntable  and  alonq  the  west 
side  of  Powell  Street. 

Mr.   Randy  Johnson,   representing  McDonald  Corporation,   stated  any 
structure  would  block  merchants.     He  pointed  out  that  cable  car 
riders  are  not  protected  from  the  elements  while  riding  the  cable 
car  so  there  is  no  need  to  build  a  shelter  for  them. 

Mr.   Norman  Rolfe,   a  member  of  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  for 
the  Cable  Car  Rehabilitation  Program,    stated  that  the  proposed 
shelter  makes  an  amusement  park  ride  out  of  transit  service.  He 
expressed  the  opinion  that  lack  of  supervision  of  the  cable  car 
operators  regarding  schedule  adherence  is  the  cause  of  passenger 
congestion  at  the  terminal. 

Mr.  Maurice  Klebolt,   President  of  CAPTRANS ,   opposed  construction 
of  a  shelter  and  pointed  out  that  no  concern  has  been  shown  for 
the  sheltering  of  cable  car  passengers  for  the  22  minute  trip  over 
the  hill.  ^ 

Commissioner  Sanger  moved  not  to  construct  a  shelter  structure  as 
proposed;    to  establish  a  system  of  crowd  control;   place  ticket 
machines  at  both  ends  of  the  block;     provide  for  a  linear  line 
around  the  turntable  and  along  the  west  side  of  Powell  Street  in 
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materials   compatible  with   those   used   in   the  Market  Street 
Beautif ication  Project;    and  provide  restrooms   for  both 
operators  and  the  public.      The  revised  design   is   to  be 
submitted  to   the  Commission  after  review  by  the  merchants   in  the 
area.     Commissioner  Lenvin  seconded.     Resolution  No.  82-0492 
was  adopted.

Recommendations 

It  appears  that  over  $2  million  per  year  may  be  lost  due  to 
passengers  abusing   transfer   privileges.      In  view  of   this,  the 
Commission  asked  staff   to  examine  the  alternatives  available  and 
return  with  a   recommendation  by  the  end  of  November. 

To   this  end,   a  series  of  meetings  were  held  with  representatives 
from  Operations,   Planning,   and   Finance,    incuding   several  TLCs  and 
operators.     After  considerable  debate,    staff  now  recommends  the 
following : 

1 .  Retain  the  current  multi-use  transfer  policy  with  greatly 
increased  enforcement.     Several  other   altenatives  were  considered  and 
none  were  clearly  superior  to   the  present  system. 

2 .  Continue  to  tighten  control   in  the  distribution  and 
collection  of   transfers.     Several   steps  have  been   taken   to  reduce  the 
number  of  transfers  distributed  and   to  make   it  more  difficult  for 
people   to   illegally  obtain   transfers.     These  actions  have  been 
documented  elsewhere  and  are  not  discussed   further   in   this  memo. 

3 .  Develop  a  system  for   increasing  enforcement  and  then 
reconsider   the   first  recommendations.      IncreasTng   enforcement  may 
require  the  expenditure  of  substantial   resources.     However,  more 
information   is  needed  before  the  magnitude  of  that  expenditure  can  be 
quantified.     The   first  recommendation  was  based  on  a  preliminary 
assessment  of  that  magnitude.    If  further  analysis   indicates  that  the 
resources  required  were  understated  or  the  benefits  overstated,  the 
recommendation  much  be  reconsidered.

Alternatives  Considered 


The    alternatives   considered    are   described    in   Attachment    2,    a  memo 
entitled    "Alternative  Transfer   Policies."      Six   policies   were  examined, 
with   several  variations  of  each,   as  shown   in  Table  1  of  the 
attachment.     The   three  most  promising   options  were: 

1.  No  transfers  and  a  $1.20  day  pass.     While  this  alternative  is 
fairly  simple  and  would   reduce  people's  ability  to   illegally  use  a 
transfer  rather  than  paying  a  second  fare,   there  are  several  problems 
with  it.     First,   it  would  reduce  the  equity  of  the  system  because 
people  making  one  trip  using   two  vehicles  would  have  to  pay  $1.20  for 
that   trip,    rather   than  60*5.      Other  people  could  make   three  or  more 
trips   in  a  day  for  only  $1.20.     Second,   the  day  pass  would  be  open  to 
substantial   abuse.      People  could   save   them   in  the  same  way  they  saved 
the  old  transfers.     Furthermore,  people  completing  all   trips  in  the 
morning  could  give  these  day  passes  to  other  people  for  the  afternoon 
and  evening.     Third,   it  would  require  that  people  carry  $1.20  in 
change  or  be  able  to  purchase  day  pa,sses  before  boarding. 

2.  One-use  transfer.     This  alternative  is  very  attractive  in 
that  it  is  simple,   it  is  difficult  to  abuse,  and   it  is  low-cost. 
The  major   problem  with  this  system  is  that   it  sustantially  reduces 
equity.     Providing   a  second   transfer   for  a   reduced   fare  would  help, 
but  the   reduction   in  equity  would  still  be  significant. 

Round   tripping  would  not  be   reduced  relative   to   the  current 
system.     The  only  people  who  can  currently  round   trip  are   those  who 
can  make  the   first  half  of   the   trip  on  one  vehicle  only  and   they  would 
still   be  able   to  do  so.     People  requiring  more   than  one  vehicle  do 
not  have  enough  time. 

3.  Multi-use  transfer  with   improved  enforcement.   The  current 
system   is  very  attractive   in   that  it  is  simple,   highly  equitable, 
low-cost,   and   it  speeds  boarding.     A  minor  problem  with   this  system  is 
that  it  allows   round   tripping.     The  major  problem   is  that  it   is  very 
easy  to  abuse.     Unlike  the  problems   identified   for  the  other 
alternatives,   however,   this  problem   is  not  inherent  within   the  policy 
structure.        It  can  be  overcome   if:    (1)      operators,   knowing  that 
transfer  abusers  will  be  penalized,   will   be  motivated   to  examine 
transfers  more  closely;   and    (2)      closer   examination  will  enable 
operators  to  detect  invalid   transfers.     A  preliminary  assessment 
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indicates    that    these   will    occur.      It    should    thus   be   possible    to  alter 
procedures   such    that   abuse    is   greatly   discouraged.      Before   doing  so, 
however,    information  must   be  gathered   and   analyzed    to   determine  how 
much   it  would  cost.     This  analysis  should   require  approximately  six 
weeks   to  complete. 

Altering  Procedures  To  Improve  Enforcement 

At   present,   passengers  are  not  discouraged   from  abusing  transfer 
privileges  because  they  know  the  likelihood  of  getting   caught   is  low. 
Furthermore,    if  caught,    there   is  no   penalty.     Many  operators,  knowing 
that   transfer   abusers  will   probably  go  unpunished,   are  not  motivated 
to  monitor  abuse. 

This  situation   is  not  a   result  of  operators  not  doing   their  jobs. 
It  is  a  result  of  a   tug-of-war  between  two  conflicting  goals.     On  the 
one  hand,  operators  are  to  prevent  people  from  boarding  with  an 
invalid  transfer.     On  the  other  hand,  operators  must  not  get  behind 
schedule.     If  a  passenger   tries  to  get  on  with  an   invalid   transfer  and 
refuses  to  pay  or  leave   the  vehicle,    the  operator  cannot  achieve  both 
goals.     Either  the  person  is  allowed  to  ride,  or  the  operator  takes 
the  vehicle  out  of  service  and  waits   for  a  TLC  to  come  deal  with  the 
transfer  abuser  and,    in  so  doing,    inconveniences  all   the  other 
passengers  on  board. 

The  only  way  operators  can  enforce  transfer  policy  and  not  incur 
substantial  delays/  is   if  Central  Control   can  guarantee  a  response 
time  of  no  more  than  five  minutes.     With  current  staffing,   no  such 
guarantee  can  be  made.     First,   TLCs  cannot  always   reach  a  problem  spot 
within  five  ninutes.     Second,   TLCs  are  already  working   at  capacity. 
If  they  respond   immediately  to  all   transfer  abuse  calls,    their  other 
tasks  will  be  delayed. 

The  big   unknowns  are  how  much  other   tasks  would  be  delayed,  how 
often  transfer  altercations  occur,   and  how  many  people  would  be 
required   to  ensure  a   five  minute  response   time.      In  the  next  six 
weeks,   staff  will  conduct  operator  and  TLC  surveys   togather  the 
information  necessary  to  answer  these  questions  and,    if  the  answers 
indicate  that  the   resources  required  are  reasonable,   staff  will 
develop  an   implementation  plan.      It   is  anticipated  that  implementation 
would   take  approximately  six  months.

PURPOSE 

It  appears  that  over  $2  million  per  year  may  be  lost  due  to 
passengers  abusing   transfer  privileges.     A  meeting  was  held  earlier 
this  month   to   identify  means  of   reducing   this  abuse  and  otherwise 
improving  the  Muni's  transfer  policy.     Representatives  from 
Operations,    Planning,   and  Finance  were  present.     This  memo  documents 
several  of   the  concerns  and  proposals  discussed. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Three  major  concerns  were  emphasized  by  the  operators  and  transit 
line  coordinators  as  being  critical   regardless  of  the   transfer  policy 
adopted.     First,   Muni  management  must  establish  standard  policies 
regarding  the  handling  of  transfers.     At  present,   operators  do  not 
receive  consistent  guidance.     On  the  one  hand,   they  are   to  prevent 
people   from  boarding  with   invalid   transfers.     On  the  other  hand,  they 
must  not  get  behind  schedule.      If  a  passenger   tries  to  get  on  with  an 
invalid   transfer  and  refuses  to  pay  or  leave  the  bus,    the  operator 
must  break  one  of  the  "rules."     Frequently,    if  an  operator  faced  with 
this  situation  calls  Central  Control   and  requests  guidance,   he  or  she 
is  told   to  give  the  passenger   the  benefit  of  the  doubt  and  continue 
onward.     The  second  "rule"   of  staying  on  schedule  is  thus  obeyed  and 
the  first  "rule"   of  not  accepting   invalid   transfers   is  ignored. 

This  dilemma   is  at  the  heart  of   the  second  major  concern: 
Without  firm  enforcement,   no  transfer  control  program  can  be  very 
effective.     Many  operators,   knowing   that  fare  evaders  will  probably  go 
unpunished ,   are  not  motivated   to  monitor   transfer  abuse.  Potential 
abusers,   knowing   they  are  not  likely  to  get  caught,   are  willing  to 
take  the  risk.      In  view  of  this,   the     operators  and  TLCs  at  the 
meeting   strongly  recommended   invoking  Section  127  of  the  Municipal 
Code  which  allows  the  Muni    to   fine  people  who  board  a  vehicle  "without 
concurrent  payment  of  fare."  A-132-1 
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Since    sudden    enforcement    of    the    Municipal    Code    could  create 
problems    with    passengers,    any   decision    of    this    nature    should  be 
publicized   extensively   for    two   months      prior    to    implementation.  This 
leads    to    the    third   major   concern.      Muni    transfer    policies,  once 
established,    should   be  written   up   in   an   easy-to-read   brochure  which 
should   be   distributed    to   passengers,    operators,    and  TLCs. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

No   transfer  system  recommendations  were  developed  at   the  meeting. 
Instead,    several   alternatives  were  discussed  and   the   pros  and   cons  of 
each  were    identified.      These   alternatives  are   presented    in   the  next 
section  of  this  memo  in  a  manner  such  that  the  trade-offs  to  be  made 
in  evaluating  them  are  highlighted.     This  material  should  be  the  basis 
for  a  follow-up  meeting   to  develop  final   recommendations  for  the 
General   Manager   and   the  Public  Utilities  Commissioners. 

Regardless  of  the  transfer  system  recommended,   several  control 
measures  should  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible.      Four  of   these  are 
documented   in  a  memo   from  Kay  Emerson,    presented  as  Attachment  A.  In 
addition  to   the  points  she  made,    two   steps  can  be   taken  immediately 
to   reduce   fare   evasion:      1)      remove   transfers   from  the   "dead"   end  of 
each  LRV  car;   and     2)    change   the  color  of  Metro   transfers  each  day  or 
as   frequently  as  feasible. 

ALTERNATIVES 

The   alternative   transfer   policies  discussed  are  presented  in 
Table  1.     The   alternatives  are  shown   in   the   first  column  and  criteria 
for  evaluating  each  alternative  are  shown  across   the  top. 

No  single  alternative  received  a   top  rating  on  all  criteria. 
However,   using   the   table  and  a  weighting  of  the  criteria,   it  should  be 
possible   to  develop  recommendations.      For  example,    if   you  believe  tht 
simplicity  is  the  most   important  criterion,   you  would  not  recommend 
any  alternative  receiving  a  low  rating   in  that  area,   even   if   it  had  a 
high  rating   in  all  other  areas. 

The  table   is  not  carved   in  stone.     Perhaps  other  criteria  and 
alternatives  should  be  added.      Perhaps  some  of  the   ratings  are  overly 
harsh  or   too  lenient.     Changes  can  be  made  before  or  during  the 
follow-up  meeting.     The  purpose  of  the   table   is  not   to  present  a  final 
evaluation,   but  to  be  a   tool   for   focusing  discussion  such  that  a  final 
evaluation  can  be  made. 
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Current:    Syst  em    —    A    high     equity    rating     was    assigned     because  almost 
everyone    pays    the    same    fare    of    6  O  £    per    trip.       The    only    exception  is 
that    some    people    are    able    to    complete    a    round— trip    in    the  time 
allowed,    thereby   paying    an    effective    fare   of    30*5    per    one-way  trip. 

A   high   simplicity   rating   was  assigned   because   all    transfers  are 
used    identically.      While    there    is   a   complex   system   for  distributing 
transfers   to   operators,    this   complexity   is    invisible   to  passengers. 

Only  a  medium  rating  was  assigned   for  ability  to  identify 
abusers.      Transfers  are  displayed  briefly  to  operators  as  passengers 
board.     Often   transfers  are  crumbled   up  or   the   portion  of   the  transfer 
with   the  critical    time   information  are  concealed.     As  a   result,  the 
current  system   is  only  moderately  effective   in  discouraging  potential 
abusers.     To  make  matters  worse,    those   people   that  choose   to  board 
with  an  invalid   transfer  have  no  difficulty  obtaining  one.     It  can  be 
saved  from  an  earlier  trip  in  the  day,   picked  up  off  the  street  in 
some  places,  or  obtained  from  another  passenger.     As  a  result,  the 
current  system  was  rated  low  in  discouraging  abusers. 

However,    the  current  system   is  highly  enforceable.      Because  each 
passenger  has  a  transfer   in  hand,   it  is  easy  to  prove  whether  or  not 
it  is  valid.     An  evaluation  need  not  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the 
operator's  word  alone. 

A  high  boarding   speed   rating  was  assigned  because  no  exchange 
between  the  operator  and  the   passenger   is  required. 

Finally,    retaining   the  current  system  would  not  cost  anything  for 
implementation. 

Current  System  with  Validation  of  Transfers  -  Validating 
transfers  would   reduce   the   simplicity  of  the  system  but  not 
substantially.     However,    it  would  dramatically  increase   the  operator's 
ability  to   identify  abusers  and  would   thus  strongly  discourge  abuse. 
Boarding   speed  would  be  greatly  reduced  as  operators  take   time  to 
punch  or   stamp  transfers.     There  would  be  some  cost  associated  with 
training   everyone   involved:     operators,   TLCs,   and   the  public. 

Current  System  with  a  Charge  of  Transfers  -  Charging   for  a 
transfer  would  reduce  the  equity  of  the  system  because  people 
requiring   two  vehicles  to  make   a  trip  would  have  to  pay  more.  While 
it  would   reduce  the  simplicity  of   the  system,    the  reduction  would  not 
be  substantial.     Charging   for  a  transfer  would  discourage  abuse  more 
than  the  present  system;   however,   the  extent  of   the  increased 
discouragement  would  depend  on  the  amount  of  the  charge.     A  higher 
charge  would  be  a  greater  discouragement  but  would  also  be  less 
equitable.     Enforceability  would  be  somewhat  lower  because  passengers 
can  claim  to  have  paid   for   the  transfer  but  not  have  done   so.  It 
would  be  hard   to  prove  what  actually  occurred.     Boarding   speed  would 
be  reduced  as  passengers   request   transfers,   pay  the  charge,   and  accept 
the   transfer.   Finally,    there  would  be  a  cost  for   training  and 
publicity. 
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No    Transfers     —     Eliminating     transfers     wo  u Id     substantially  reduce 
the    equity    of    the    system.       People    requiring     two    vehicles    to    make  a 
trip    would    have    to    pay    twice    as   much.       It    would    be    a    very  simple 
system,    one    which    would    be    impossible    to    abuse,    and    one    which  would 
improve   boarding   speed.      The    financial    cost   would    be   one   of  training 
and   publicity.     While   this    is   extremely  attractive   from   an  operational 
viewpoint,    it   is   the  least  attractive   regarding  equity. 

No  Transfers  with   Lower  Feeder   Fares  -   Equity  would   be  somewhat 
improved   by  reducing    the   fares  on   feeder   routes.     People  most  likely 
to   require   two  vehicles  would   pay  some  amount  less   than   twice   the  fare 
but  more   than   the  base   fare.     While   this  would  help,   some  people  would 
still   have   to  pay  twice   the  base   fare  and  others  who  wish   to   travel  on 
feeder   routes  only  would  be  able   to  pay  less  than   the  base  fare. 
Having  lower  fares  on  feeder  routes  would  greatly  complicate  the 
system  and,  as  a  result,  would   increase  training  and  marketing  costs 
substantially.     Futhermore,   a  large  amount  of  staff  and  Commission 
time  would  have  to  be  devoted   to  identifying  feeder  routes. 

No  Transfer  with  $1.20  Day  Pass  -  With  this  system,   a  passenger 
could  either  pay  60£  per  trip  or  could  pay  $1.20  for  the  first  trip 
of  the  day  and  receive  an  all-day  pass.     The  only  people  having   to  pay 
more  than  with  the  current  system  are  those  who  make  only  one  trip  in 
a  day  but  use  more   than  one  vehicle.     Staff  has  no  estimate  of  the 
percentage  of  people   in  this  category,   but   it  is  probably  not  very 
high.     People  making  more   than   two   trips   in  a  day  would   be  able   to  pay 
less  than  with  the  current  system.     Thus,    in  general,   people  riding 
transit  the  most  would   pay  the  least  on  a  per   trip  basis.     While  this 
is   in  line  with  the  philosophy  behind  the  discounted  monthly  pass, 
equity  was  given  only  a  medium  rating   because  of   the  people  having  to 
pay  $1.20   for  one  trip. 

With  this  system,    it  should  be  very  easy  to   identify  abusers 
since  day  passes  need  only  be  recognizable  by  date,   not  by  time.     As  a 
result,   passengers  would  be  less  likely  to   try  to  abuse   the  system  by 
bording  with  invalid   transfers.     However,   people  could   abuse  the 
system  by  sharing  day  passes  and  by  saving   them  up  to   re-use  as  they 
used   to  do  with  the  old  transfers. 

The  major  problem  with  this  system   is  that   it   requires  passengers 
to  carry  $1.20   in  change.     This  will   slow  boarding   times  and  will 
require  a  substantial  marketing  expenditure  to  warn  people  of  the  need 
to  carry  change.     This  problem  could  be  alleviated  by  selling  day 
passes  off   the  vehicles  and   requiring  operators  to  validate   them  with 
the  correct  date.     However,   this  might  slow  boarding   times   further  and 
require  a  greater  expenditure   for  marketing  and   for  purchasing 
val ida tors . 

No  Transfers   for  Youth  Combined  with  a  Decrease   in  the  Youth  Fare 
to  10gf  -  Restricting   the  elimination  of  transfers  to  youths  and 
charging   them  a  lower   fare  would  reduce   the  equity  problems  associated 
with  the  non-transfer  option.     However   it  would   not  benefit  from  the 
advantages  of  that  option.    Futhermore,   student  abuse  of  transfers  has 
already  been  reduced   by  the  sale  of  passes.     Simplicity  would  be 
reduced  because  different  passengers  would  have  different  rules. 
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Transfer    abusers    would    t>e    just    as    hard     to     identify,     but     there    would  be 
fewer    of    them    since    youth    would    not    have    the    opportunity    to    abuse  the 
transfer    system.       Since    the    potential    for    confusion    with    this  system 
is   high,    a    fair    amount    would    have    to   be    spent   on  marketing  and 
training. 

One-Use  Transfers  -   Restriction  of   transfers   to   one   use  reduces 
the  equity  of  the  system  because   those   people  requiring  more   than  two 
vehicles  will   have   to  pay  twice  as  much.     A  survey  was  perfomed  in 
1979   that   indicted   that  2.4%  of  the   passengers  required   three  or  more 
vehicles.     However,   since   that  time,    pass  usage  has   risen  considerably 
and   progress  has  been  made   toward  a  grid  system  that  reduces  the 
number  of  trips  requiring   three  vehicles.     It  is  therefore  reasonable 
to  assume  that   fewer   than  2%  of  the   passengers  would  be  hurt  by 
one-use  transfers.     As  a  result,   equity  was  given  a  medium  rating 
only. 

Resticting  transfers  to  one  use  would  eliminate  stopover 
privileges  for  anyone  needing  to  transfer.     While  this  would  not 
reduce  equity   in   that  everyone  would  be  equally  affected,    it  would 
take  away  a  privilege  to  which  Muni  passengers  have  become  accustomed. 
Furthermore,    it  is  a  privilege  the   Commission  previoulsy  deemed 
appropriate  because  it  greatly  increase  the  convenience  of  using 
transi  t . 

Operators'   ability  to   identify  abusers  would  increase 
substantially  since  they  would  collect  transfers,   thus  preventing 
people   from  simply  covering   up  the  bottom  portion.      Potential  abusers 
would  therefore  be  discouraged,   knowing   they  would   be  more  likely  to 
be  caught.      In  addition,   because   transfers  would  be  collected,  it 
would  be  more  difficult   for   people  to  obtain  old   transfers,  thereby 
further  discouraging  abuse. 

While  boarding  speed  would  be  reduced  by  the  collection  of 
transfers,    it  would  not  be  substantial.     There  would   be  a  marketing 
and   training  cost  to  be  considered. 

The  major   problem  with  this  system   is  that   it  is  hard   to  enforce. 
If   someone  turns  in  a  bad   transfer   and   the  operator  objects,  the 
passenger  could  say  "no,   the   transfer   I  handed  you   is  the  one  under 
that  bad  one."     No  proof  exists,   thereby  making  enforcement  somewhat 
more  difficult.     This  problem  could  be  alleviated   if  operators  discard 
one  transfer  before  accepting  another.     However,   this  could  slow 
boarding  speed  and  would  require  additional  operator  training. 

One  final  problem  with  one-use  transfers  is  that  they  are  not 
compatible  with  self-service  fare  collection,  a  system  that  may  be 
promising   for  Muni    in  the  future. 
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One-Use    Transfer    with    Stub    —     If     the    operator     tears    off    a  portion 
of     t  fte     transfer    arid     returns    the     timed     portion    to     the     passenger,  it 
would    be    easier    to    prove    abuse,     thus    making    the    system    easier  to 
enforce.       This    would,    however,    decrease    boarding  speed. 

One-Use  Transfer  with   Lower  Feeder  Fares  -   Lowering    the    fare  on 
feeder    routes   would    somewhat    improve   equity  by   reducing    the    fare  for 
Deople   requiring    three  vehicles   to   some   amount  closer    to    the  60£ 
base   fare.      But  other  people  who   ride   the   feeder   routes  only  would  pay 
less   than  6 0 jz5 .     Futhermore,   some  people  would   still   have   to  pay 
twice   the  base   fare   if  their   thr ee- veh i cle   trips  do   not  originate  or 
terminate  on  a  feeder   line.     The  net   impact  on  equity  is  probably 
negligible  and   thus   this  system  was  rated  medium,    the   same  as  the 
one-use  transfer  system. 

However,  having   lower   fares  on  feeder   routes  would  greatly 
complicate  the  system  and,  as  a  result,   would   increase  training  and 
marketing  costs  substantially.     In  addition,  a  large  amount  of  staff 
and  Commission   time  would  have   to  be  devoted   to   identifying  feeder 
routes.     Finally,  boarding  speeds  would  be  lowered  as  passengers  have 
to  csk  operators  what  the  fare  is. 

One-Use  Transfer  with  25gf  Charge   for  Second  Transfer  -  Charging 
a  reduced   fare  for  a  second  transfer  would  improve  the  equity  of  the 
one-use   transfer  system.      People   requiring   three  vehicles  would  not 
have  to   pay  twice  the   regular   fare,   and   for   their   added  expense,  they 
would   receive  an  additional  hour-and-a-hal f  of   transit   time.  The 
latter,  however,  would  not  benefit  anyone  not  wishing   to   use  transit 
for   the   additional   time.     As  a   result,   the   improvement   in  equity  was 
not  viewed  as  enough  to  warrant  raising   the  equity  rating  above 
medium.     While  charging   for  a   second   transfer  would   reduce  the 
simplicity  of  the  system,   that  reduction  would   not  be  substantial. 
Finally,   boarding  speeds  would  be  reduced  as   passengers  request  a 
second   transfer,   pay  the  charge,   and  accept  the  transfer. 

One-Use  Transfers  with  Terminal  Transfers  -  The   use  of  terminal 
transfers  on  feeder   routes  would  somewhat   improve  equity  by 
eliminating   the  need   for  people  on  those  routes  to  pay  an  extra  fare 
for   three-vehicle   trips.     But  people  needing   to  ride   the   feeder  route 
only  would  get  by  with  paying  only  half  the  base   fare.  Furthermore, 
some   people  would  still     have   to  pay  twice  the  base   fare   if  their 
three-vehicle   trips  do  not  originate  or   terminate  on  a   feeder  route. 
As  a  result,   the  equity  rating   for   this  system  was  not  raised  above 
the  medium  level   assigned   for  the  simple  one-use   transfer  system. 

The  use  of  terminal   line  transfers  would  greatly  complicate  the 
system  and,   as  a  result,   would   increase  training  and  marketing  costs 
substantially.     Futhermore,   a   large  amount  of  staff  and  Commission 
time  would  have   to  be  devoted   to   identifying   feeder   routes.  Finally, 
boarding   speeds  would  be  lowered  as  passengers  have  to  ask  operators 
for  an  explanation  of  the  system. 
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One— Use    Transfer    with    Charge    to    Retain    Transfer    —    Charging  to 
retain    transfers    would    improve    the    equity   of    a    one— use  transfer 
system.      The   lower    the   charge    to    retain    the    transfer,    the   greater  the 
improvement    in    equity.      Simplicity   would    be    reduced    because  some 
people   would   turn    in   a    transfer   and   others   would   keep   them.  The 
ability  to   identify  abusers  would  be  reduced   because  passengers  could 
flash  a  partially  concealed   invalid   transfer   and  deposit  the  surcharge 
in   the   farebox,   thereby  avoiding   payment  of  the  difference  between  the 
base   fare  and  the  surcharge.     As  a   result  of   the  decrease   in  the 
operator's  ability  to   identify  abusers,    there  would  be  a  decrease  in 
the  system's  ability  to  discourage  abuse. 


Self-Service  Fare  Collection    (SSFC)    -  With  a  SSFC  system, 
operators  would  not  have  responsibility  for  monitoring   fare  payments. 
Every  passenger  would  have  a  fare  receipt   (a  pass,  a  transfer  or  other 
paper  received  from  the  operator,  or  a  ticket  purchased  off  the 
vehicle)    and   inspectors  would   patrol   the   system,   examining  receipts 
and   fining   anyone  with  an   invalid   receipt  or  with  no   receipt.  Since 
SSFC  has  been   implemented   in  San  Francisco  on  the  cable  cars  only,  a 
large  amount  of  resources  would  have   to  be  spent  on   training  and 
marketing . 

Because  examining  receipts  would  be  the  only  responsibility  of 
inspectors,   the   ability  to   identify  abusers  would  be  very  high. 
However,   SSFC  would  only  discourage  abusers   if   the  probability  of 
being   inspected   is  high  enough.      If  more   inspectors  are  hired,  the 
cost  will  be  greater.     Enforceability  would  be  very  high,   since  each 
passenger  either  has  a  valid  receipt  or  doesn't  have  one. 

Boarding  speed  would  be  greatly  increased  because,   having  removed 
operators   from   the   fare  monitoring   business,  passengers  would   be  able 
to  board  through  rear  doors.     They  only  need  approach  operators  if 
they  need   to  purhcase  a  ticket. 

One-Way  Transfers  -  Restricting   transfers  to  one  direction  would 
improve  equity  in  that  ro und tr i ppi ng   would  be  made   illegal. ^ 
Simplicity,  however,   would  be  greatly  reduced  because  defining   what  is 
meant  by  one  direction   is  quite  difficult.      In  many   instances , ^ the 
quickest  way  to   travel   from  one  point  to  another  may  be  to  go  inbound 
for  a  short  distance  and  then   transfer  and  head  outbound.  The 
additional  complexity  of  the   transfer  graphics  would  make   it  harder 
for  operators  to   identify  abusers.     Finally,   the  cost  would  be  high 
because  a  substantial   effort  would  have  to  go   into  system  design 
before  training  and  marketing  can  take  place. 

One-Way  Transfers  with  Validation  -  Validating   transfers  would 
increase   the  operator's  ability  to   identify  abusers  and  would  thus 
strongly  discourage  abuse.     Boarding   speeds,   however,   would  be 
adversely  affected  as  operators  take   time  to  punch  or  stamp  a 
tr ans f er  . 
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Two— Use    Transfer    —    Restricting    transfers    to    two    uses    would  reduce 
the    simplicity   of    the    system,    but    would    improve    operators'     ability  to 
identify   abusers.      With    the    first    use   of    the    transfer,    the  operator 
would   valdate    it,    showing    it   has  been   used.      On   the   second   use,  the 
operator   would   collect    the    transfer.      As   a   result,    passengers   would  be 
discouraged   from   trying   to  abuse   the   system.    Enforceability  would  be 
somewhat  reduced  because  the   passenger,   after   using  a   transfer  twice, 
would   have  no   receipt   in  hand.      If   someone   turns  in  a  bad   transfer  and 
the  operator  objects,    the  passenger  can  claim  "no,    the   transfer  I 
handed  you  is  the  one  under   the  bad  one."     This  problem  could  be 
alleviated   if  operators  discard  one   transfer  before  accepting  another, 
but   this  could   further   slow  boarding   speed   and  would  require 
additional  operator  training.

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
Highlights 

Water  storage  at  our  reservoirs  continues  to  be  at  unprecedented  levels  for 
this  time  of  year.     In  spite  of  maximum  power  draft  at  Kirkwood  Powerhouse, 
the  level  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  is  still  less  than  ten  feet  below  the  lip 
of  the  drum  gates.     Current  storage  at  Hetch  Hetchy  is  183%  of  the  ten-year 
average  for  this  date.     Lake  Eleanor  continues  to  spill. 

Precipitation  at  Hetch  Hetchy  from  July  1  to  date  is  12.49  inches,  or  282% 
above  the  normal  of  5.38  inches.     Precipitation  at  Cherry  Valley  has  totaled 
14.54  inches,  or  270%  of  average. 

At  Bryant,  Carl,  Downtown,  Fillmore,  Judah,  Laguna  Honda,  Randolph,  Taraval 
and  Richmond  Substations,  the  pneumatic  control  system  was  bypassed  with  a 
thermostat  control.     This  will  save  energy  and  cut  back  on  preventive  mainte- 
nance.    We  now  have  nine  surplus  air  compressors,   tanks,  refrigerated  air 
dryers  and  accessories. 

Trolley  wires  on  Sutter  Street  between  Kearny  and  Stockton  and  on  Beale 
between  Mission  and  Market  were  replaced. 

Power  consumption  by  the  Municipal  Railway  for  the  month  of  October  was  up 
9.5%  over  October  of  1981.

Water  Regulation  and  Transmission

General  Information 


Reservoir  Storage 

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at  the 
end  of  October  amounted  to  17.3  billion  gallons  or  58.1%  of  capacity. 
This  is  lower  than  the  18.4  billion  gallons  and  61.8%  of  capacity  at 
the  end  of  September.     For  the  Suburban  system  as  a  whole,  storage 
amounted  to  52.3  billion  gallons  and  67.2%  of  capacity  compared  to 
56.3  billion  gallons  and  72.4%  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  last  month. 

By  careful  regulating  of  inflows  into  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir 
and  by  maximizing  usage  from  both  San  Andreas  and  Crystal  Springs 
Reservoirs,   the  Department  has  been  successful  in  adequately  lowering 
the  level  of  the  reservoirs  without  using  unfiltered  Crystal  Springs 
water  in  the  system.     However,  another  precipitation  season  like  that 
experienced  last  year  would  create  major  operational  problems  for  the 
Department  at  all  of  its  suburban  reservoirs. 

Security 

On  October  26  the  San  Mateo  County  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the 
request  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Sheriff's  Department  and  the  Water 
Department  gave  final  passage  to  an  ordinance  which  regulates  use  of 
recreation  areas,   including  those  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Water 
Department.     A  provision  banning  all  alcoholic  beverages  within  25  feet 
of  vehicle  parking  areas  in  the  watershed  should  be  particularly  useful. 
With  this  ordinance  in  effect  it  is  planned  to  reopen  the  Pulgas  Temple 
area  to  the  general  public  in  hopes  that  enforcement  of  the  ordinance 
will  improve  the  control  over  those  who  have  caused  most  of  the  trouble 
at  this  location. 

Pilarcitos  Fire 

A  fire  destroyed  the  wooden  structure  over  the  Pilarcitos  outlet 
tower  causinK  $5,500  worth  of  damage  to  equipment  housed  within  the 
structure.     The  fire  which  occurred  at  night  appeared  to  be  caused  by 
failure  of  a  breaker  to  activate,   allowing  the  electrical  circuit  serving 
a  compressor  to  overheat.     Total  replacement  costs  are  being  estimated 
after  which  a  decision  will  be  made  to  either  include  its  replacement 
in  the  19ti3-84  budget  or  declare  an  emergency  to  effect   its  immediate 
replacement .

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Mr.    Richard   Sklar,    General  Manager   of   Public   Utilities,  said 
that   the   idea  of   enforcement   at   the   operator   level    is  impractical. 
It  would  result  in  controversies  with  patrons  and  riders,  holding 
up  busloads  of  patrons,   would  require   full   radio  back-up  system, 
and  so  forth.     He  does,   however,    feel  that  there  is  a  significant 
amount  of  transfer  abuse  as  well  as  cash  payment  abuse  in  the 
farebox,   and  strongly  recommended  that  action  be  taken  to  change 
the  transfer  policy,    to  a  single  use  transfer  with  or  without 
some  provision  for  the  third  trip  rider. 

Mr.   Jed  said  that  the  reason  the  Transfer  Policy  Committee  did 
not  recommend  a  single  use  transfer  is  that  they  felt  that  it  was 
not  as  equitable  as  the  current  system,   as  in  the  instance  of  a 
rider  requiring  a  ride  on  the  third  vehicle.     However,    it  would 
be  impossible  to  guarantee  absolute  equity  across  the  board,  and 
what  a  single  use  transfer  would  accomplish  is  that  it  would  get 
more  of  our  riders  using  the  Fast  Pass,   which  is  the  objective  of 
our  whole  approach. 

Commissioner  John  Sanger  expressed  the  view  that  he  was  in  favor 
of  the  Transfer  Policy  Committee's  recommendations--that  more 
time  is  needed  to  assess  the  situation  as  a  whole  and  the 
development  of  an  enforcement  policy. 

Commissioner  Thomas  Hsieh  on  the  other  hand  felt  that  too  much 
emphasis  should  not  be  placed  on  enforcement  because  then  it 
would  really  become  a  police  problem.     He  supported  Mr.  Jed's 
plan . 

Commissioner  John  Sanger  was  excused  at  2:35  P.M. 

Commissioner  Peter  McCrea  said  that  the  multi-direction  ride 
must  be  eliminated  because  it  has  been  so  flagrantly  abused.  It 
is  his  thought  that  sooner  or  later  we  will  have  to  seriously 
consider  charging  for  a  second  transfer  and  the  mechanics  of 
it  and  he  therefore  suggested  that  perhaps  after  proper  notice 
that  we  ought  to  consider  these  matters  at  the  December  14th 
meeting .

There 
fore,    the  public  testimony  was  limited  to  three  persons  speaking 
pro  and  three  persons  speaking  con  on  the  new  proposals  which 
was     presented  by  Ms.   Chelone  on  the  Line  58. 

Mr.   Ygnacio  Bonilla,    1080  Chestnut  Street,   resident  of  Russian 
Hill   for  some  25  years,   representing  over  500  petitioners,  many 
of  them  elderly,    infirmed,   and  who  depend  on  public  transportation 
favors  having  the  buses  on  Larkin  Street. 

Ms.   Lucy  Stofle,   2452  Polk  Street,   representing  Polk  Street 
Citizens  for  Action,   said  granted  the  buses  do  present  some  noise 
and  pollution  problems,   but  she  would  like  to  see  the  buses 
running  on  Larkin  Street. 

Mr.   John  Cobra,   a  member  of  the  Russian  Hill  Neighbors,  speaking 
in  behalf  of  the  president,   Kirk  Miller,    said  that  he  supports 
having  the  bus  on  Larkin  Street,   that  it  will  be  helpful  for  the 
people  living  on  Russian  Hill. 

The  following  spoke  for  the  opposition: 

Dr.   Fred  Bruni,   1009  Francisco,   transmitted  a  petition  containing 
some  one  thousand  names  together  with  some  colored  photographs. 
He  expressed  the  view  that  the  curve  at  Larkin  and  Francisco  is 
very  hazardous  and  that  it  would  be  very  dangerous  to  run  buses 
down  Francisco  Street.     He  recommended  leaving  the  buses  down  on 
Polk  Street. 

Miss  Bullard,    1445  Vallejo  Street,   representing  the  Russian  Hill 
Forum,   reiterated  the  hazard  at  the  Larkin  and  Francisco  curve. 
She  said  we  need  more  buses  on  Polk  Street. 

Mr.   John  Lachman,   representing  the  Russian  Hill  Association, 
expressed  the  opinion  that  we  do  not  need  the  buses  on  Larkin, 
that  the  transit  needs  of  the  people  on  Russian  Hill  are 
adequate . 

Commissioner  Sanger  stated  that  this  is  going  to  be  a  temporary 
substitute  service  for  approximately  a  year  and  a  half,   and  it' 
is  his  hope  that  during  this  period  of  the  cable  car  reconstruction 
that  the  neighbors  would  be  willing  to  share  part  of  the  burden.

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Item   No.    10    -   Extension   of    the    33-ASHBURY    trolley   coach  line. 


Ms.    Susan  Chelone  made   the   presentation,    explaining   that   there  is 
a  disproportionately  large  gap  in  the  north-south  Muni   service  in 
the  Richmond  District  between  Masonic  and  Sixth  Avenues  and  this 
staff  proposal  is  a  way  to  resolve  this  problem.     The  proposal 
would  extend  the  line  up  Stanyan  Street,   across  Fulton,  along 
Arguello,   to  California  Street.       Funding  for  this  project  was 
approved  by  the  State  last  Thursday.       It  is  anticipated  that 
start-up  operations  would  be  some  time  early  1984. 

Public  testimony  followed. 

John  Kalin,  763  Arguello  Boulevard,  said  he  questions  the  need  of 
an  extension.  Line  No.  21  was  recently  cut  back  and  he  suggested 
reinstituting  that  service  and  using  the  existing  wires. 

Ms.   Nancy  Solomon,    309  Arguello,    stated  that  she  is  concerned 
about  the  safety  hazards  on  Arguello  Street,  because  the  street 
already  has  heavy  traffic.     She  suggests  using  diesel  buses  on 
an  experimental  basis  instead  of  spending  a  great  deal  of  money 
on  overhead  wires. 

Ms.   Frances  Neer,    3365  Sacramento  Street,   representing  Menorah 
Park  Tenants  Association,    supports  all  of  the  extension  proposal. 

Oskar  Moe,   232  Parker,   representing  Stanyan-Fulton  Street  Association 
and  Jordan  Park  Improvement  Association,    is  for  the  No.    33  extension 
along  Arguello. 

Ted  Shaner,    30  Cornwall,   in  favor  of  the  33-extension  as  it  will 
serve  MediCal  patients  as  Saint  Mary's,   Children's  and  the  Marshall 
Hale  Hospitals  are  all  located  along  the  route. 

Ms.   Estelle  McClelland,   548  Arguello,   said  she  was  concerned 
about  having  the  buses  on  Arguello  Boulevard  because  it  is  already 
congested  with  traffic,   and  that  it  would  also  create  a  parking 
problem.     She  therefore  was  opposed  to  the  No.    33  extension. 

Cliff  Chambers,   representing  Children's  Hospital,   St.  Mary's  and 
Marshall  Hale  Hospital  as  a  transportation  coordinator,   said  he 
was  in  favor  of  the  extension  because  he  feels  it  will  better 
serve  the  patients,   visitors,   and  the  employees  of  these  hospitals 
and  at  the  same  time  it  would  reduce  the  parking  and  the  traffic 
congestion . 

Mr.   Klebolt,   representing  CapTrans,   said  he  was  in  favor  of  the 
extension  on  Arguello.     He  also  said  he  hoped  that  a  standard 
which  would  compliment  the  boulevard  would  be  utilized. 

Commissioner  McCrea  moved  that  the  No.  33-ASHBURY  Extension 
route  be  adopted  as  proposed  by  staff.  Commissioner  Sanger 
seconded.     Resolution  No.   82-0517  was  adopted.

SUBJECT:  Summary  of  First  Quarter  Financial  Position 
DATE:     November  17,  1982 


Attached  are  Summary  Financial  Reports   for  all  PUC  Departments 
for  the  first  quarter  of  the  1982/83  fiscal  year.     They  indicate 
a  strong  financial  picture  for  Water  and  Hetch  Hetchy,   a  problem 
with  personnel  expenditures  at  UEB  and  three  potentially  serious 
problems  at  the  MUNI  Railway;    fare  revenues,   bridge  toll 
revenues,    and  platform  expenditures. 

First  Quarter  Expenditure  Reports  are  difficult  to  interpret. 
At  this  point  in  the  year  it  is  typical  that  non-personnel  expen- 
ditures be  well  below  budget  because  items  ordered  in  the  first 
quarter  may  not  have  been  received  and  paid  for.     During  succeeding 
quarters  this  tends  to  even  out.     It  is  also  typical  that  during 
the  first  quarter  some  budget  items  will  be  fully  encumbered  for 
the  fiscal  year.     As  an  example,    contracts  for  equipment  maintenance 
are  set  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  encumber  12  months' 
funds   for  that  purpose.     Therefore,   you  should  expect  that  for  non- 
personnel  items   first  quarter  expenditures  would  be  well  below  first 
quarter  plans.     You  should  also  expect  that  expenditures  plus  encum- 
brances    through  the  first  quarter  would  be  greater  than  the  planned 
first  quarter  expenditures  but  less  than  the  annual  budget. 
Personnel  expenditures,   however,   should  track  the  plan  fairly  closely 

Rather  than  discuss  each  report  line,    the  following  analysis  high- 
lights those  categories  of  revenue  or  expenditure  which  we  feel 
deserve  attention.

REVENUES 


Two   revenue  problems    face   the  MUNI   Railway    for   1982/83.  Fare 
revenues   and  bridge  toll  revenues. 

Farebox  revenues   are   lagging  budget  by  an  amount  that  will  total 
about   $1.2  million  if  the  current  trend  continues  through  year 
end.     This  is  significant  as   it  effects  both  budget  and  farebox 
recovery.     The  budget  shortfall  is  being  addressed  by  considering 
chancres  to  the  transfer  policy  and  by  the  Bureau  of  Finance  insti- 
tuting tighter  administrative  controls  on  transfer  distribution 
and  cash  fare  collection  procedures.     When  the  recent   $2.8  million 
claim  supplemental  is  added  to  the  operating  base  the  currently 
projected  revenues  of   $51  million  would  yield  a  farebox  recovery 
ratio  of  31%.     This  puts  us  in  a  position  of  having  missed  the  33% 
requirement  in    '81/82  and  almost  certainly  missing  that  objective 
in    ' 82/83  and    1 83/84. 

The  second  revenue  problem  which  faces  the  Railway  is  a  shortfall 
in  the  amount  of  money  to  be  received  from  bridge  tolls.     In  past 
years  this  amount  was  established  to  off-set  the  SFMRIC  lease  pay- 
ment of  $4.3  million.     During  this  past  year  MTC  objected  to 
covering  the  full   lease  payment  on  the  basis  that  a  substantial 
amount  of  the  bond  proceeds  had  not  been  used.     MTC  is  currently 
planning  to  allocate  only  $1.85  million  from  bridge  tolls  leavinq 
a  budget  deficit  of   $2.45  million. 


EXPENDITURES 

MUNI  Railway  expenditures  are  generally  under  budget  with  one  major 
exception.     Platform  salaries  are  currently  being  expended  at  a 
rate  that  would  generate  a  deficit  of  approximately  $1.5  million  by 
year  end.     This  appears  to  be  some  combination  of  unbudgeted  work 
practices  and  our  having  excluded  some  factor  from  our  estimating 
procedure.     Operations  and  Finance  are  currently  involved  in  a 
joint  analysis  of  platform  payrolls.     The  December  sign-up  has 
been  allowed  to  proceed  without  service  modifications  with  the  pro- 
bable consequence  that  we  will  have  to  be  coming  to  the  Commission 
in  January  with  a  supplemental  budqet  request.     Savings  accumulated 
in  miscellaneous. Craft  and  Temporary  salaries  through  the  first  six 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  are  anticipated  to  be  ample  to  cover  such 
a  supplemental.     The  primary  contributor  to  the  availability  of 
these  funds  is  Equipment  Maintenance  Division  which  has  not  yet 
implemented  the  Mechanics  Training  Program  budgeted  for  the  current 
year .

The  Accounting  System's  expenditure 
records   to  date  do  not  indicate  a  problem  but  in   light  of  the  over 
expenditures  in  past  years  we  are  taking  a  careful  look  to  ensure 
sufficient   funds  will  be  available  throughout  the  current  fiscal 

From  the  beginning  of  this   fiscal  year  we  and  the  Line  Managers 
have  been  keeping  a  very  close  eye  on  Overtime  and  Holiday  earnings 
It  appears  that  through  the  first  quarter  Holiday  and  Overtime 
earnings  are  within  budget. 


PUC  BUREAUS 


Non-personnel  expenditures  for  the  Bureaus  are  generally  below 
budget,    although  not  as  much  as  the  reports  could  lead  you  to  be- 
lieve.    Many  of  the  Bureaus'    expenditures  are  in  the  form  of  lump 
sum  annual  payments  to  other  departments  which  in  one  transaction

tion      UEB  is  charging  their  operating  funds  at  a  rate  that  will 
exceed  their  operating  budget  by  $1.1  million  at  year  end.     This  is  a 
continuation  of  a  trend  that  started  late  last  fiscal  year  which 
resulted  from  a  change  in  UEB ' s   funding  structure  and  accounting 
practice       This  amount  includes  a  pooling  of  indirect  costs  that  will 
be  charged  back  to  capital  projects  once  we  have  an  approved  indirect 
cost  Plan       It  also  includes  charges  that  are  properly  made  against 
operating  funds  that  in  prior  times  had  been  covered  by  capital  pro- 
jects.

Hetch  Hetchy  expenditures  during  the   1st  quarter  were  within 
plan.      Revenues   for  Hetchy  differed   from  plan  as   interest  earned 
appears   lower  than  normal   due  to  late  posting  of   1st  Quarter 
earnings   in   the  FAMIS  system.      Second  quarter  amounts  will  be 
substanially  higher. 

Hetchy  also  continues  to  experience  a  very  high  rate  of  revenue 
from  sale  of  power  with  revenues  in  excess  of  plan  by  $3.4  million 
for  the  first  quarter.     It  is  too  early  to  project  revenues  for  the 
three  remaining  quarters  as  revenues  it  will  depend  on  this  winter's 
rain  and  snowfall. 


Water  Department 

Expenditures  for  the  1st  quarter  were  within  the  established  expen- 
diture plan. 

Revenues  for  the  Water  Department  are  slightly  ahead  of  plan.  Sale 
of  water  is  1.2%  above  projections.

He  suggested  waiting  for  the  result  of  that  effort  before  changing 
the  transfer  system.  y  y 

Commissioner  McCrea  stated  that  the  single  use  transfer  was  approved 
in  order  to  stop  transfer  abuse.     The  only  way  to  deal  with  this 
problem  is  to  remove  transfers  from  circulation.     The  fact  that 
the  operator  would  physically  collect  transfers  would  increase  the 
probability  of  the  operator  examining  the  transfer  for  validity. 
This  would  lead  to  increasing  farebox  revenues  by  an  unknown 
amount.     The  motivation  in  changing  the  transfer  policy  was  to 
solve  a  fare  abuse  problem  which  this  Commission  must  deal  with 
at  some  point. 

Commissioner  Sanger  suggested  that  enforcement  be  increased  before 
changing  the  policy. 

Mr.   Sklar  said  that  he  is  convinced  that  collecting  transfers 
will  not  solve  the  problem  until  there  is  a  full  self-service  fare 
system  m  place  with  full  time  inspectors  for  enforcement.

Mr.   Thomas  Jordan,   Director  of  Special  Projects,   PUC,  stated 
that  staff  is  proposing  to  terminate  the  present  agreement  with 
Canon  Kip  because  the  level  of  service  anticipated  is  not  being 
provided.     Instead,   staff  proposes  a  new  agreement  for  four 
months  which  would  allow  Canon  Kip  to  concentrate  on  group 
ride  services. 

Mr.   Eugene  Coleman,  Executive  Director,  Canon  Kip  Community 
House,  stated  that  there  have  been  major  problems  with  the 
existing  contract.     He  said  that  the  change  from  a  program 
cost  to  a  unit  cost,   the  solicitation  for  service  by  the 
paratransit  broker  rather  than  Canon  Kip,   and  the  change  to  a 
multi-modal  paratransit  system  without  an  increase  in  clients 
have  created  a  hardship  for  the  agency.     Canon  Kip  is  carrying 
fewer  passengers  at  a  higher  cost  per  ride. 

Commissioner  Lenvin  said  that  there  are  certain  transit  needs 
that  are  the  responsibility  of  this  Commission.     Then,  there 
are  other  social  transportation  needs  which  are  the  responsibility 
of  other  agencies,   such  as  the  Commission  on  Aging.     All  of 
these  needs  have  not  been  fully  coordinated. 

Ms.   Adrianne  Baker,  Vice  President,   Coalition  of  Agencies  Serving 
the  Elderly    (CASE),   representing  60  agencies,   stated  that 
CASE  supports:      (1)      the  continuation  of  Canon  Kip  Operation 
Transportation  as  a  paratransit  service  provider  to  the 
elderly  and  handicapped;    (2)    reimbursement  of  Canon  Kip  on  a 
monthly  basis  for  its  costs;   and    (3)    a  public  hearing  to  look 
into  the  transportation  problems  which  affect  the  elderly 
and  handicapped  of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.   Joe  O'Donoghue,  Director  of  Ambu-Trans,   Inc.,   said  that 
the  original  contract  with  Canon  Kip  and  the  proposed  amendment 
are  not  workable.     He  said  that  increasing  taxi  paratransit 
service  decreases  Canon-Kip's  revenue. 

Mrs.  Willa  Sims,   representing  Bayview/Hunters  Point  Seniors, 
spoke  m  support  of  Canon  Kip  and  the  services  it  provides 
to  senior  citizens. 

Ms.   Evelyn  Adler,   representing  the  Kosher  Nutrition  Project, 
supported  the  service  and  suggested  further  discussion  of 
problems . 

Ms.  Cathy  Koechlin,  Assistant  Director  of  Bayview/Hunters  Point 
Multipurpose  Senior  Center  and  a  member  of  the  Paratransit 
Coordinating  Council,   said  that  the  taxi  program  changed  the 
mode  of  paratransit  but  it  did  not  increase  the  number  of 
people  served.     She  said  that  the  agency  has  received  excellent 
service  from  Canon  Kip  in  the  past.     The  new  contract  being 
proposed  would  eliminate  night  and  weekend  service  for  group 
recreation.  ^ 

Mr.   Jordan  replied  that  the  new  contract  does  not  preclude 
Canon  Kip  from  providing  weekend  or  evening  service  if  it  is 
beneficial  to  Canon  Kip.     They  will  receive  payment  for  such 
trips.     However,   they  will  no  longer  be  required  to  maintain 
service  availability  during  these  time  periods. 
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Ms.  Dolly  White,  a  former  driver  and  dispatcher  for  Canon  Kip, 
spoke   in   favor  of  continuing  Canon  Kip  service. 

Mr.   George  Davis,   a  professional  gerontologist ,    said  that 
Canon  Kip  has  brought  sensitivity  to  serving  the  elderly.  He 
described  the  social  aspects  of  van  transportation  versus  taxi 
paratransit  service. 


Ms.   Judy  Forestberg,   a  Canon  Kip  employee,   said  that  429  people 
were  taken  out  of  the  van  service  program  and  placed  in  the 

taxi  program  by  the  paratransit  broker.     So  far  the  broker  has 
not  replaced  those  clients. 

Mr.   Jonnie  Gilbert,   President  Transport  Workers  Union,  Local 
250A,   said  that  the  union  represents  the  Canon  Kip  drivers. 
In  order  to  reduce  Canon  Kip's  overhead  cost,  wheelchair  rides 
were  deleted  from  the  proposed  contract  which  will  result  in 
laying  off  some  of  the  drivers.     If  the  contract  is  not  signed 
all  of  the  drivers  will  be  laid  off.       He  questioned  the  brokers 
solicitation  of  wheelchair  clients  for  the  taxi  program  who  were 
formerly  being  carried  by  Canon  Kip. 

In  response  to  questions  by  President  Flynn,  Mr.   Coleman  stated 
that  he  does  not  feel  pressured  to  sign  this  contract.  However, 
his  agency  does  not  endorse  the  service  design.     The  agency  feels 
it  needs  a  mix  of  client  population  in  order  to  "make  it".  He 
said  that  it's  not  a  contract  made  in  heaven,   but  a  marriage  they 
can  live  with.

Resolution  No.    82-0560 — Authorizing  amendment  to  the  agreement 
with  Luxor  Cab  Company. 

Mr.   Jordan  requested  that  the  Commission  authorize  amendment  to 
the  agreement  with  Luxor  Cab  Company  to  provide  the  paratransit 
lift-assisted  service  to  wheelchair  clients  that  had  been  pro- 
vided by  Canon  Kip.     Luxor  will  acquire  three  vehicles  from 
Canon  Kip  immediately,  with  a  possibility  of  three  more  later. 
He  said  that  staff  feels  that  wheelchair  service  should  be 
provided  at  least  15  hours  a  day,   7  days  a  week.  Elimination 
of  this  requirement  would  allow  Canon  Kip  to  reduce  their  overhead 
and  streamline  their  operation. 

Commissioner  Sanger  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  reimbursement 
for  providing  wheelchair  service  might  be  the  means  of  making 
enough  money  to  provide  the  shared  ride  service.     Mr.  Jordan 
replied  that  Canon  Kip  does  not  have  the  data  necessary  to 
identify  the  cost  for  each  type  of  service.

The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula  Division  reservoirs  at  the 
end  of  November  amounted  to  17.4  billion  gallons  or  58.4%  of 
capacity.     This  is  virtually  identical  to  the  17.3  billion  gallons 
and  58.1*  of  capacity  at  the  end  of  October.     For  the  Suburban 
system  as  a  whole,   storage  amounted  to  52.2  billion  gallons  and  G7 . 1% 
of  capacity  compared  to  52.3  billion  gallons  and  67.2%  of  capacity 
at  the  end  of  last  month. 


Water  Regulation 

The  Hetch  lletchy  flow  rate  remained  at  85  mgd  from  the  first  of 
the  month  until  November  30  when  the  Aqueduct  was  completely  shut 
down  because  of  turbid  water  intrusion  from  heavy  rains  into  Priest 
and  Moccasin  Reservoirs.

SUBJECT:     REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
Highlights 

Precipitation  on  the  City's  Tuolumne  River  watershed  continues  at  over  200%  of 
normal.     Through  December  17,  Hetch  Hetchy  has  had  22.97  inches  of  precipitation, 
231%  of  normal,  and  Cherry  Valley  29.68  inches,  219%  of  normal.  Reservoir 
storage  continued  to  be  abnormally  high.     Hetch  Hetchy  is  84%  of  capacity  and 
Lake  Lloyd  is  67%.     Kirkwood  and  Holm  Powerhouses  continue  to  generate  at 
maximum  capacity. 

The  High  Speed  Trip  Assembly  in  the  feeder  breakers  of  the  Transit  Power  system 
has  shown  a  past  record  of  high  failure  rate  due  to  breakdown  of  a  solid  state 
device.     We  have  replaced  this  device  with  one  of  higher  rating.     This  should 
prevent  any  further  failures  of  this  nature. 

Sound  level  measurements  were  taken  on  the  transformers  at  Substations  "M",  "J", 
and  "E".     All  four  transformers  were  found  not  to  be  within  specifications. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  to  take  this  transformer  out  of  service  for  a  thorough 
investigation.
